Where It Went To. 
'"Of the $6,330,000 
exccasive^ cost 
there has gone to the contractors wad

Kelley, $543,890, and to Vare Brothers, ’ 
$89,128. 
Of the $18,761,541 there re­ 
mains unpaid about $568,000 to Me-

“Some of these contracts are in­

Just as the cover­ 
ing v/as I'omoved there was a terrific 
explosion, and this five men were blown 
different ways, all being instantly 
killed. A^ndrew Roder, who was some 
distance behind the unfortunate men, 
escaped death, but was fatally burned. 
He reached the bottom of the shaft, 
gave tho alarm, and when rescuers 
found the unfortunate men all were 
dead. The mine Is now burning, but no 
miners are entombed.

the buildings of tke city, was not confined to the material damage produced, 
but had its influence on the morale of the inhabitants and of the troops, and 
undoubtedly contributed to the earlier yielding of the

H E military student of :3cientific warfare finds in this siefge 
no enlargement of the well-established principles that govern 
attack and defence of fortified places. 
On the contrary, 
these principles are further confirmed by the incidents of 
the siege. 
The futility of assaults against fortifications not 
sufficiently reduced by artillery fire or mines was shown 
on several occasions, and the necessity of slow approach 
and of the destruction in detail of the outer defences and 
the successive salient points of each fort was well impressed 
upon the Japanese. 
The j3xtensive use by the Russians of the searchlight and of illuminating 
rockets brought a new element into the night fighting, and greatly'increased, 
to the attacking force, the difficulties of approach. The practice followed by 
both sides of roofing over their trenches that could not otherwise be protected 
from enfilading fire, while not new, was probably never before so extensively 
applied. And the same may be said of the use of hand-grenades, which were 
freely employed by both sides, and brought success in many attacks that 
would have failed if dependence were placed on rlfie-fire alone. 
The effect 
or the devastating explorations of the high-explosive shells, particularly among 
the buildings of tk.e city, was not confined to the material damage produced, 
but had its influence on the morale of the inhabitants and of the troops, and 
undoubtedly contributed to the earlier yielding of the 
fortress.—Harper’s 
Weekly.

THE ORIGIN OF MONEY. 


As Ornament for Women Served tht 
Both for Exchange and Savings. 
In 1S98 I was busy with the study 
of the Indian currency question, and 
went faithfully through the consider­ 
able mass of evidence that was given 
before Sir Henry Fowler’s committee. 
In answer to the ten thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-seventh question I 
came across the following passage, 
which, it struck me at once, had an 
interesting and important bearing on 
the origin of money. The witness was 
Mr. Romesh Dutt, C. L E., a native 
gentleman who has, It may be said, 
made his mark in literature. 
In ref­ 
erence to the vast amounts of money 
spent annually by the natives on sil­ 
ver ornaments, he was asked by on© 
of the members of the committee: 
“W'ould not the country have been 
benefited If that money had* been em­ 
ployed instead of being allowed to He 
idle?” 
“I do not think it lies idle/’ 
replied Mr. Dutt, “because it serves 
the purpose of ornament and savings 
bank.” 
"As regards savings banks,” 
wont on his interloctutor, “is it not 
very much more economical and better 
to put your savings in some interest- 
bearing,security than to tie it up in 
a bag?” 
The reply was very much 
to the point. 
“If an Indian cultiva­ 
tor,” said Mr. Dutt, ‘‘had 200 or 300 
rupees in the bank it would disappear 
in the course of a year or so, but if 
it is in the shape of his women’s orna* 
ments he will keep them until he Is 
compelled 
by famine to part 
with 
them.” 
The silver ‘‘serves the purpose of 
ornament and savings bank/* 
Mark 
the double function. Perhaps we hav^ 
caught the transition of ornament into 
money in the very act of taking place. 
To the shrewd Scotch banker who put 
his questions to Mr. Dutt, the putting 
by of so much annually in the shape 
of savings seemed so completely a mat­ 
ter of course that it stood in need of 
no explanation. 
The question how it 
.was that saving first became possible 
in the world is, nevertheless, a very 
real problem. 
Share and share alike 
was the unvarying rule among primi­ 
tive mankind. The sentiment that en­ 
forced that rule, indeed, has survived 
with considerable vigor into the mod­ 
ern civilized period. There are, as we 
know, large classes among ourselves 
for whom social opinion makes saving 
practically impossible. 
Among races 
which belong to an earlier stage of 
development the same sort of social 
opinion is Infinitely more powerful. If 
the Indian peasant had his 200 or 300 
rupees in hand or under his imme* 
diate control, the exigencies of some 
matrimonial 
or 
funereal 
function 
might in a day run away with the half 
of it. If, on the contrary, those rupees 
are melted down and made to take 
the shape of ornaments for his wo­ 
men—ornaments which, among the 
Indian peasantry, are almost the sole 
index of social position and which 
enable the whole family to hold up 
their heads among their neighbors— 
nothing but very urgent necessity will 
make him part with them. 
Thus the 
desire for ornament first makes the 
accumulation of a reserre for use in 
utmost need possible. 
This is the 
first stage. Presently, no doubt, some 
degree of consciousness of the double 
purpose of his ornaments begins to 
enter into the thoughts of the peasant. 
Experience tells him that tho posses­ 
sion of a store of bracelets and ban­ 
gles has warded off starvation from 
himself and his family in the past, 
and the possibility of the recurrence 
of evil days forms a conscious reason 
in his mind for continually adding to 
his possessions in them. 
Thus after 
a fashion a circulation of ornam.ents 
seems to have preceded in the world 
the circulation of moqey.—W. W. Car­ 
lyle, in The Nineteenth Century for 
August.

S C I E N C E NOTES. 


H A L F DEER, H A L F COW. 


Measuring Eye ^umps. 


We know that an eye, at ordinary 
reading distance, takes in about one 
inch of a line at a time, and that in 
reading a line of an ordinary book 
tho eye makes five or six distinct 
jumps. But as the movements are so 
very minute and rapid, how have they 
been studied? 


A beam of light is thrown upon the 
cornea of the eye, and this beam is 
reflected by the cornea on a photo- 
graphic plate. 
As the eye moves in 
reading the reflected beam also moves 
and upon developing the plate, which 
is also kept moving, a zigzag lino is 
found. A study of such photographic 
tracings shows that the eyes in turn- 
ing back to pick up the next line 
have some difliculty in so doing. 
The 
longer the line of print the greater 
the effort, and for this reason we may 
conclude that a narrow line is better 
for an eye than a long one. and if the 
lino be much wider than the ordinary 
newspaper column there is greater ef- 
fort involved.—Jeweler's Weekly.

Freak Animal Seen In Minnesota Said 
by Some to Have Horns. 


A deer with a cow's tail is northern 
Minnesota's latest sensation. The ani- 
mal is not so terrible to look at as "ivas 
Cass Lake's great hogag. but it is more, 
real. That it has a cow's tail there is 
no doubt, for forty-five men in an ex- 
tra gang working on the new extension 
of the Duluth, Mlssabe and Northern 
road saw the mysterious appendage, 
and more than once. 


Some of the.more suspicious of the 
crew stoutly maintain that 
the deer 
is a close relation of the devil, and 
that it also has cow's horns and cloven 
hoofs. 
This latter charge cannot be 
well denied, for the cloven hoof habit 
is one that all members of the venison 
tribe are guilty of. 
Tliere is some 
doubt about the cow's horns, however. 


If the deer is a doe it wouldn't have 
any horns at all, and if it were a buck 
it wouldn't have cow's horns, for 
a 
cinch. This line of argument was of- 
fered to bring the men in question to 
a reasonable frame of mind, but they 
gently reminded us that the male mem- 
bers of the cow family sport horns not 
unlike those of their gentle 
better 
halves. Be that as it may, the unholy 
deer is there, the horns or no horns, it 
has a cow's tail, or to follow the rea- 
soning of the superstitious ones above 
quoted, the tall may be the vertebral 
extension of a buck. The concensus ot 
opinion among those who saw 
the 
strange animal, is that it has no horns, 
and, in this event cow's tail will prob- 
ably come as near hitting it as any- 
thing else. 


Several range people within the last 
few days have had something to say 
of the freak. 
They say it has been 
seen so many times, and by so many 
men, that there is no doubting the tall 
part of the story. 
The animal seenj3 
to have inherited certain domestic pro- 
clivities along with its badge of civili- 
zation, for it has a strong hankering 
for the society of human beings, or 
else for the eatables furnished by hu- 
man beings. Any way, it is never very 
far from the camp of the Missabe con- 
struction gang, and is seen almost 
daily, both morning and evening. The 
tall is easily observed, for whenever its 
owner is frightened the appendage is 
thrown straight up into the air, stand- 
ing up four feet or more, like a flag- 
pole, while the deer bounds away. The 
men are careful to see that no one 
shoots tho animal, for they take a cer- 
tain pride in it. 
Attempts are being 
made to photograph it, and it is even 
hoped that it may be captured alive.— 
Minneapolis Triuune. 


Studies made at the Western Mary- 
land college by Miss E. M. Brace in-

The Horse as Human Food. 


The 
increasing 
consumption 
of 
horseflesh among a large class of peo- 
ple of moderate means in Germany, 
many of whom eat fresh meat of any 
kind only on Sundays and holidays, 
has been specially remarked 
upon. 
There is in the Greifswalder Strasse, 
Berlin, a regularly 
installed 
horse 
slaughter-house, which is under care- 
ful police supervision with a veterin- 
ary surgeon in attendance to see that 
no animal is killed, the flesh of which, 
by reason of disease or other cause, 
would be unfit for human food. 
In 
1895 the whole number 
of 
horses 
killed in Berlin for human consump- 
tion was 7267. 
In 1900 the number 
had increased to 10,815 and in 1904 
to about 13,000. 
Estimating that an 
average sized horse will yield 
230 
pounds of edible flesh there was de- 
rived from this source last year about 
2,990,000 pounds of meat, which was 
sold for consumption 
In 
64 shops 
which are specially licensed for that 
purpose.—Scientific American. 


Bathers Who Sleep 
Floating. 


"To fall asleep floating on the waves 
is not an impossibility," said an At- 
lantic City life-guard. 
"On the sun- 
warmed billows on an August after- 
noon I once floated off to sleep, and 
when I awoke I was nearly half 
a 
mile out at sea. 
I know a Camden 
man who often takes a floating nap 
off Chelsea. 


"A good many people can't float 
even though they can swim. 
They 
can't float because they keep the line 
of the body, from head to heels, stiff 
and stralghL 
The line should be kept 
curved a little—it should resemble a 
very broad V—and all the muscles 
should be loose, relaxed. 
It is easy 
to float. I have taught many children 
of six or seven years to do it,"— 
Philadelphia Bulletin. 


Bell That Columbus Heard. 


There is a bell at Washington, D. 
C., whose history dates back to the 
very beginning of modern civilization 
on this continent. 
It is a trifling af- 
fair as regards size, its dimensions 
being only eight by six and one-half 
inches, yet its notes have sounded to 
call the great discoverer Columbus to 
prayer and worship.

SCIENCE NOTES. 


HALF DEER, HALF COW. 


Freak Animal Seen in Minnesota Said 
by Some to Have Horns. 
A deer with a cow’s tail is northern 
Minnesota’s latest sensation. The ani­ 
mal is not so terrible to look at as ’ivas 
Cass Lake’s great hogag, but it is more 
real. That it has a cow’s tail there is 
no doubt, for fort3’'-five men in an ex­ 
tra gang w^orking on the new' extension 
of the Duluth, Missabe and Northern 
road saw the mysterious appendage, 
and more than once. 
Some of the,more suspicious of the 
crew stoutly maintain that 
the deer 
is a close relation of the devil, and 
that it also has cow’s horns and cloven 
hoofs. 
This latter charge cannot be 
well denied, for the cloven hoof habit 
is one that all members of the venison 
tribe are guilty of. 
There is some 
doubt about the cow's horns, however. 
If the deer is a doe it wouldn’t have 
any horns at all, and if it were a buck 
it wouldn’t have cow’s horns, for 
a 
cinch. This line of argument w^as of­ 
fered to bring the men in question to 
a reasonable frame of mind, but they 
gently reminded us that the male mem­ 
bers of the cow family sport horns not 
unlike those of their gentle 
better 
halves. Be that as it may, the unholy 
deer is there, the horns or no horns, it 
has a cow's tail, or to follow the rea­ 
soning of the superstitious ones above 
quoted, the tail may be the vertebral 
extension of a buck. The concensus ot 
opinion among those who saw 
the 
strange animal, is that it has no horns, 
and, in this event cow's tail will prob­ 
ably come as near hitting it as any­ 
thing else. 
Several range people within the last 
few days have had something to say 
of the freak. 
They say it has been 
seen so many times, and by so many 
men, that there is no doubting the tail 
part of the story. 
The animal seenjsi 
to have inherited certain domestic pro­ 
clivities along with its badge of civili­ 
zation, for it has a strong hankering 
for the society of human beings, or 
else for the eatables furnished by hu­ 
man beings. Any way, it is never very 
far from the camp of the Missabe con­ 
struction gang, and is seen almost 
daily, both morning and evening. The 
tail is easily observed, for whenever its 
owner is frightened the appendage is 
thrown straight up into the air, stand­ 
ing up four feet or more, like a flag­ 
pole, while the deer bounds away. The 
men are careful to see that no one 
shoots the animal, for they take a cer­ 
tain pride in it. 
Attempts arc being 
made to photograph it, and it is even 
hoped that it may be captured alive,*— 
Minneapolis Tribune. 


The state railroads of Belgium have 
Instituted a system of railroad hospi 
tals. Each car in the service contains 
eight movable couches, a dispensary 
and an operating room. 


A new death-dealing instrument has 
Just been invented. A Lithuanian has 
contrived a gun worked by electricity, 
which will fire 4000 to 12,000 shots 
a minute. The range of this new wea 
pon is three miles. 


The old idea that changes are tak 
ing place on the moon has been care 
fully investigated by M, Pulslux, a 
French astronomer. 
Going over all 
records, from the earliest observations 
to the latest, he concludes that the 
reality of the supposed changes has 
not been proven. 


A specimen of the powerful electric 
bells now being made by a London 
firm for railway use has a gong of 19 
1-2 incres in diameter and weighing 90 
pounds, and a complete bell weighs 
about 190 pounds. 
The iron clapper 
is two inches in diameter, making from 
100 to 150 strokes per minute. 


The discovery of an ocean desert, a 
vast submarine Sahara, destitute of 
every vestage of plant or animal life, 
and covering millions of square miles 
of the bed of the Pacific, is the as­ 
tonishing news brought back by Pro­ 
cessor Alexander Agassiz, recently re­ 
turned from a six months' cruise in 
the government deep sea sounding 
boat Albatross. 


Studies made at the Western Mary­ 
land college by Miss B. M. Brace in­ 
dicate that the chief function of the 
slender forked tongue which darts in 
so startling a manner from the mouth 
of a disturbed serpent may be con­ 
nected with a sense of feeling that 
does not require the stimulus of actual 
contact, but wnich may be a finer de­ 
velopment of the sense that enables 
some persons to avoid obstacles in the 
dark without touching them. 


Measuring Eye ^umps. 
We know that an eye, at ordinary 
reading distance, takes in about one 
inch of a line at a time, and that in 
reading a line of an ordinary book 
tho eye makes five or six distinct 
jumps. 
But as the movements arc so 
very minute and rapid, how have they 
been studied? 
A beam of light is thrown upon the 
cornea of the eye, and this beam is 
reflected by the cornea on a photo­ 
graphic plate. 
As the eye moves in 
reading the reflected beam also moves 
and upon developing the plate, which 
is also kept moving, a zigzag lino is 
found. 
A study of such photographic 
tracings shows that the eyes in turn­ 
ing back to pick up the next line 
have some difliculty in so doing. The 
longer the line of print the greater 
the effort, and for this reason we may 
conclude that a narrow line is better 
for an eye than a long one, and if the 
lino he much wider than the ordinary 
newspaper column there is greater ef- 
fort involved.—Jeweler's Weekly. 


The Horse as Human Food. 
The 
increasing 
consumption 
of 
horseflesh among a large class of peo­ 
ple of moderate means in Germany, 
many of whom eat fresh meat of any 
kind only on Sundays and holidays, 
has been specially remarked 
upon. 
There is in the Greifswalder Strasse, 
Berlin, a regularly 
installed 
horse 
slaughter-house, which is under care­ 
ful police supervision with a veterin­ 
ary surgeon in attendance to see that 
no animal is killed, the flesh of which, 
by reason of disease or other cause, 
would be unfit for human food. 
In 
1895 the whole number 
of 
horses 
killed in Berlin for human consump­ 
tion was 7267. 
In 1900 the number 
had increased to 10,815 and in 1904 
to about 13,000. 
Estimating that an 
average sized horse will yield 
230 
pounds of edible flesh there was de­ 
rived from this source last year about 
2,990,000 pounds of meat, which was 
sold for consumption 
in 
64 shops 
which are specially licensed for that 
purpose.—Scientific American. 


Bathers Who Sleep Floating. 
“To fall asleep floating on the waves 
Is not an impossibility," said an At­ 
lantic City life-guard. 
“On the sun- 
warmed billows on an August after­ 
noon I once floated off to sleep, and 
when I awoke I was nearly half a 
mile out at sea. 
I know a Camden 
man who often takes a floating nap 
off Chelsea. 
‘‘A good many people can't float 
even though they can swim. 
They 
can't float because they keep the line 
of the body, from head to heels, stiff 
and straight. The line should be kept 
curved a little—it should resemble a 
very broad V—and all the muscles 
should be loose, relaxed. 
It is easy 
to float. I have taught many children 
of six or seven years to do it,"— 
Philadelphia Bulletin.
